STUDENT  MILITARY   TRAINING  CORPS 

At  the  request  of  a  large  number  of  men  students,  Pre-Induction 
Military  class  was  organized  in  October  under  the  leadership  of  W.  Paul 
Hamilton  and  the  physical  education  department. 

Former  Professor  Hamilton,  who  was  a  captain  in  the  State  Guard 
before  his  December  entrance  into  the  U.  S.  Army  with  the  same  rank, 
possessed  a  wide  knowledge  of  military  science  and  combined  with  Mr. 
Pittser  and  Mr.  Brinley  of  the  physical  education  department  in  prepar- 
ing the  boys  for  service  life.  The  assistance  rendered  to  our  men  by  the 
wholehearted  generosity  of  these  instructors  has  been  immeasurable. 

At  present  the  organization  is  being  continued  in  the  College  high 
school  by  a  few  of  the  more  experienced  students  and  the  physical 
training  instructors. 
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COMMANDO  TACTICS 


With  the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester  a  new  vigorous  program  of 
physical  education  was  installed  for  men  as  a  preparatory  training  for 
military  service.  This  was  in  compliance  with  government  requests  for 
better  conditioning  of  college  men  and  the  plan  was  for  a  more  intensive 
drilling  in  physical  education  classes. 

The  most  visible  and  most  colorful  phase  of  this  new  program  was 
the  laying  out  of  two  tough  obstacle  courses.  These  covered  the  wide 
expanse  of  MSTC's  beautiful  campus  and  compare  favorably  with  the 
courses  installed  in  our  Pre-Flight  schools.  The  sight  of  Montclair  men 
struggling  over  them  has  been  a  true  example  of  war  time  policies  here 
at  college.

Despite  the  inroads  of  war  upon  our  male  population,  Coach  Pittser 
managed  to  field  a  baseball  team  composed  largely  of  Naval  and  Marine 
Reservists.  The  schedule  was  necessarily  short,  being  limited  to  six  games, 
as  home  and  away  series  were  played  with  each  of  three  opponents.

Al  Issler  once  again  distinguished  himself  on  the  mound  for  the 
Redmen.  The  former  all-stater  teamed  up  with  Bill  Ludwig  to  form  a 
winning  battery.
